comparisons  are  obtained  if  the  latter  arc  used  v/hen  comparing 
rates  with  thoso  of  any  other  area  (when  these  have  been  similarly 
adjusted)  or  with  rates  for  the  country  as  a whole.

School  Clinic. 

This  is  held  every  Monday  morning  at  the  Rivorsdalo  School 
Clinic,  Wostgato,  Sleaford,  bctvrecn  the  hours  of  9*30  a.m.  and 
12  noon. 

Mother craft  and  Relaxation  Classes. 

These  arc  held  at  Sleaford  on  one  afternoon  a week  and  arc 
conducted  by  a ho3,lth  visitor  and  the  expectant  mothers  arc  -asked  to  attend 
for  a total  of  8 sessions.  Each  session  consists  of  a period  of 
relaxation  and  oxcrcisos,  v/hich  at  Sleaford  arc  given  by  the 
physiotherapist  followed  by  a short  talk  and  then  an  open  dis- 
cussion. 

Hospital  Services. 

All  the  usual  hospital  sorviccs  are  provided  by  the  Sheffield 
Regional  Hospital  Board  at  the  Lincoln  County  and  St.  George's 
Hospital,  Lincolns  General  hospital  services  are  also  available 
at  Grantham  and  Boston.  Also  close  at  hand  arc  St.  John’s 
Hospital,  Bracebridge  Heath,  and  Rauceby  Hospital  both  of  which 
specialize  in  the  troatm.ont  of  mental  illness  and  Harmston  Hall 
Hospital  at  Harmston  v/hich  specializes  in  cases  of  mental  sub- 
normality, Thcro  is  also  a hospital  at  Branston  for  the  treatment 
of  tuberculosis.  Hocton  Hall  R.A.P,  Hospital  caters  for  R.A.F. 
personnel  living  in  the  area  and  also  thoir  families.

Coronar3''  disease  and  angina  represented  the  principal  cause 
of  -death  accounting  for  43  of  the  total  deaths.  Vascular  lesions 
of  the  central  nervous  system,  i.c.  strokes  accounted  for  23  of 
the  total  deaths.  Cancer,  all  forms  accounted  for  29  of  the 
total  deaths.  Other  heart  disease,  caus.ed  20  of  the  total 
deaths.  There  v/ere  4 deaths  due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents  and 
8 deaths  due  to  all  other  accidents.  There  were  no  deaths  due  to 
suicide,  neither  v'ere  there  any  deaths  due  to  notifiable 
infectious  diseases.

Food  Hygiene. 


During  19^2  and  19^3  all  food  premises  in  the  area  were 
inspected,  each  on  several  occasions  and  a large  number  of 
structural  improvements  were  carried  out.  The  inspection  of  all 
licensed  houses  twice  yearly  and  a report  to  the  Licensing 'Justices 
effectively  controls  these  premises  and  improvements  are  carried 
out  more  expeditiously  when  the  persons  in  control  realise  that 
the  said  Justices  have  been  informed  of  any  shortcomings,  , 

There  are  tvro  large  food  producin£  factories  in  the  area  to 
which  special  attention  is  given  and  the  co-operation  of  the 
managements  in  hygienic  practises  is  appreciated.  Considerable 
publicity  v/as  distributed  and  several  film  shows  and  lectures 
given  by  the  Health  Inspectors.

FOOD  SAMPLING  ETC, 


Utensil  and  hand  swabs  of  food  workers  are  taken  on  occasions 
-and.  more  particularly  .wh.en....it.. la. necessary  to.  use  more  forceful 
means  of  educating,  food  handlers . 

Regular  sampling  of  chicken  hearts  and'  livers  (600  samples  in 
1963  and  785  ill  19^2)  showed  freedom  from  salmonella  and  shigella. 

Ice  lollies  sampled  during  both  I962  and  19^3  \7ere  all  satis- 
factory and  Ice  Cream  samples  were  of  a similar  quality  v/ith  the 
exception  of  one  sample  taken  in  1962  and  19^3  but  these  may  have 
been  due  to  faulty  sampling  techniques.  Owing  to  long  distances 
to  laboratory  we  nov/  have  proper  containers  and  use  ice  as 
necessary  for  the  conveyance  of  such  samples - 

Sampling  of  milks  for  statutory  and  biological  examination 
are  taken  frequently  with  generally  satisfactory  results.  Checks 
are  made  to  ensure  that  Brucella  infected  milks  are  diverted  for, 
if  not  already  being  "heat  treated". 

Meat  products  sampled  showed  a reasonably  good  standard. 


Dysent  ery  ( Sonnei ) . 

An  outbreak  of  sonnei  dysentery  amongst  pupils  mainly 
attending  one  school  V'/as  investigated  during  the  year  I983.  One 

of  the  kitchen  staff  was  proved  to  be  a carrier.  $6  faeces 
samples  y^ere  submitted  for  examination  and  58  were  positive  to 
shigella.  A good  deal  of  publicity  to  parents  particularly 
was  given  by  the  Health  Inspectors  in  investigating  and  controll- 
ing this  infection. 


'"'ater  Sampling, 

Regular  samples  of  water  from  the  main  supply  (Kesteven 
Water  Board)  are  submitted  for  examination. 

Private  supplies  are  checked  and  appropriate  action  taken 
v/hen  the  supplies  are  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory. 


Swimming  Pool  Waters. 

'^‘here  are  no  public  swimming  pools  in  the  area  but  there  are 
three  private  pools  which  . visitors  or  guests  of  the  oviTiers  use, 
Advibe  on  chlorination  and  the  use  of  simple  equipment  to  check 
efficiency  of  chlorination  has  boon  given  and  inspections  made  to 
all  pools.  Checks  made  have  proved  satisfactory.

The  department  employs  tv/o  I'odent  operators,  undertakes 
treatment  of  domestic  premises  free  of  charge  and  is  available 
to  treat  infestations  of  business  and  agricultural  premises  etc, 
oh  a' rechargeable  basis.  Poison-  bait  ■(V/arfarin)~-is  also  sold 
at  l/6d<,  per  lb. 

Considerable- publicity  by  circular  Tetters  to-all  land  owners 
and  occupiers,  posters  and  press  and  several -filmi  shows  and 
•brains  trusts  have  been,  effected  during  19^2  and  I963,  The 
co-operation  of  the  agricultural  population  in  pa,rticular  is 
increasing  year  by  year  and  the  department  carry  out  a consider- 
able .amount  of  treatment  work  in  this  sphere. 

The  dangers  of  disease  carried  by  rats,  particularly  "Well's" 
disease  has  been  ¥/idely  publicised  by  posters,  circulars  and 
through  the  press.

Comprehensive  sev/erage  and  sewage  schemes  v/ere  in  the  course 
of,  construction  for  the  parishes  of  Heckington  and  Creat  Hale  and 
Leasingham. 

Drainage. 

A considerable  amount  of  the  public  health  inspectors’  time 
is  taken  up  in  advising  upon  proposed  drainage  works  particularly 
where  septic  tanks  are  to  be  installedj  and  with  the  testing  of 
such  drains.  Progress  in  connecting  to  now  sevYage  schemes  by 
owners'  of  properties  already  connected  to  existing  sewers  continues 
to  be  slov/  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  Local  Authority  will  have 
to'a’cce'pt  the  responsibility  for  carrying  out  the  necessary 
separation  of  surface  water  and  foul  drainage  themselves  and  at  the 
Authority’s  expense. 

Proceedings  v/ero  instituted  against  one  previous  owner  of  a 
dwelling  house  who  had  carried  out  drainage  work  unsatisfactorily 
and  v/ithout  notifying  the  local  authority,  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  20  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  I96I.  Thirteen  conversions . . 
'to  v/ater carriage  were  effected  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
47- of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  'in  addition  to  a substantial 
numiber  effected  under  improvement  grant  legislation. 

Hag  Flock  Act . 

There  are  no  premises  in  this  Council ' s area  requiring  the 
attention  of  your  Officers  under  this  Act. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

Atmospheric  pollution  gives  little  concern  in  this  area  and 
no  complaints  v/ere  received  by  the  department  during  I962  and 
1963  so  far  as  smoke  was  concerned.  Y/e  did  have  complaints  of 
dust  emission  from  a seed  dressing  factory  and  appropriate  steps 
were  taken  to  abate  the  nuisance. 

Heating  Appliances  (Fireguards)  Act,  1952. 

The  responsibility  for  administering  the  above  Act  to  pro- 
hibit the  sale  or  letting  of  certain  heating  appliances  without 
an  effective  fireguard,  and  regulations  made  under  this.  Act  in 
1953?  were  placed  on  local  authorities.  Several  inspections  have 
been  made  in  connection  with  this  legislation  but  no  infringements 
of  the  Regulations  wore  noticed. 

Public  Vehicles. 


No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  in  respect  of 
filthy  or  verminous  public  vehicles,  and  as  reported  in  previous 
years  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  most  operators  disinfect 
their  vehicles  at  regular  intervals. 

Canal  Boats. 

No  canal  boats  are  registered  with  this  authority,  therefore 
no  action  was  necessary. 


Dangerous  Structures. 

Three  dangerous  buildings  were  dealt  with  under  the  provisions 
of  the  public  Health  Acts,  1936  and  I96I  during  I962/3. 


Domestic  Pests.

During  the  v/armer  months  frequent  requests  v/ere  made  for 
advice  in  dealing  with  ants,  and  earwigs  and  wasps  invading 
dv/ellinghouses,  particularly  ?irhere  land  had  recently  "been  broken 
up.  In  numerous  instarces,  particularly  in  respect  of  Council 
houses,  your  workmen  carried  out  such  control  measures  as  v/ere 
thought  appropriate  without  charge.  Similarly  in  the  case  of 
persistent  trouble  by  wasps,  when  other  measures  failed  the 
department  v/as  virilling  £ind  able  to  help  v.dth  these  problems. 

Hairdressing  Establishments. 

Several  such  establishments  were  visited  by  your  Health 
Officers  during  the  year  and  advice  was  given  where  necessary. 

It  is  thought  by  your  Officers  that  control  of  these  businesses 
should  be  effected  by  adequate  legislation. 

-Agriculture,  Safety,  Health  and 
-Welfare  Provisions  Act,  19^6. 

Survey  continued  during  1 962/3  and  enforcement  action  taken 
to  provide  adequate  waterclosets  at  an  agricultural  holding 
employing  large  numbers  of  labour  on  bulb  culture  and  packing, 
etc.  Reasonable  sanitary  facilities  are  generally  available. 
Over  800  farms  inspected  with  no  serious  complaint  although  more 
usG  could  be  ma.de  of  portable  conveniences  v/hen  gangs  are 
employed. 


Offensive  Trades, 

Only  one  established  in  the  district,  A large  factory  in  the 
North  of  the  area  and  although  the  processing  knovm  as  "Pat 
extraction"  is  defined  as  an  offensive  trade  the  processes  involved 
at  this  particular  factory  are  practically  innocuous  and  there  is 
no  likelihood  of  a nuisance  being  caused. 

Pet  Animals  Act, 

There  are  only  two  license^d  pet  shops  in  the  area  both 
operated  satisfactorily. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishment  Act,  1963 . 

This  Act  came  into  operation  oh  the  1st  January,  1964*  The 
three  establishments  concerned  were  inspected  and  advised  as  to 
the  standards  to  be  adopted  by  the  Council,

under  Section  50  of  the  Act.

140  comprehensive  inspections  of  petroleum  installations  and 
filling  stations  carried  out  by  Public  Health  I'nspectors  c,nd  Fire 
Prevention  Officer.  A considerable  number  of  contraventions  were 
observed  principally  in  connection  with  lack  of  warning  signs, 
unsuitable  electric  wiring^  lack  of  fire  extinguishers  and  sand 
and  -unsatisfactory  vent  pipes. 


Notiges  were  served  in  respect  of  all  contraventions  and  consider- 
able improvements  have  been  noticed.  It  is  intended  to  maintain 
at  least  yearly  inspections  of  all  such  installations.  It  was 
fomd  that  a substantial  number  had  ceased  storing  for  a variety 
of  reasons  and  steps  v/ero  taken  to  render  the  disused  storage 
tanks  safe. 


Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
■ Development  Act,  1960* 


During  the  year  there  were  30  occupied  licensed  sites 

in  the  area.  Of  these,  five  sites  were  for  holiday  or  over- 
night halt  purposes.  The  total  number  of  caravans  involved  was 
82  residential  and  18  holiday  caravans. 

In  addition  licences  had  been  granted  for  a,  further  59 
caravans  on  6 different  sites  but  development  had  not  been 
commenced  or  completed. 

Frequent  inspections  have  been  made  to  secure  compliance 
vi^ith  site  licence  conditions. 


Housing. 


Considerable  time  has  been  spent  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors' on  housing  inspections.  The  Council's  original 
proposals  for  slum  clearance  has  virtually  been  completed  and 
a survey  is  being  imider taken  to  formulate  any  future  programme 
but  it  is  not  thought  that  this  v/ill  incur  any  major  rehousing, 
many  of  the  properties  likely  to  be  dealt  with  btiing  redundant 
to  farming  needs  and  situated  in  isolated  positions.  Rehousing 
'When  necessary  will  be  effected  by  normal  relets. 

Improvement  grants  are  freely  given  and  house  to  house 
inspections  are  being  made  in  an  effort  to  persuade  owners  to 
avail  themselves  of  such  grants.

Domestic  refuse  and  salvage  is  collected  Dy  kerDside 
collection  once  v/eekly  in  the  parishes  of  kuskingtonj  Billinghay, 
Walcot,  Heckington  and  at  Dighy  Camp  and  fortnightly  in  the 
remainder  of  the  area.  The  service  is  extended  to  about  6,400 
prem.ises  and  approxim.at ely  5 5 000  tons  of  refuse  are  disposed  of 
by  semi-controlled  tippings  In  the  Ga,se  of  the  elderly,  infirm 
and  females  residing  r?.lone  the  bins  are  collected  and  returned  to 
the  back  door.  The  service  appears  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
ma.jority  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  area  as  evinced  by  the  almost 
complete  lack  of  complaints.  New  residents  to  the  area, 
particularly  those  who  have  enjoyed  a superior  service  in  the 
past,  voice  their  objections  to  a kerbside  collection,  on 
occasions  most  si'.rongly. 

The  fleet  consists  of  one  18/20  cu,  yd,  fore  and  aft  tipper, 
one  30  cu,  yd,  fore  and  aft  tipper  and  a ^0  cu.  yd,  pakam.atic. 

Nine  men  are  engaged  on  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  and 
mechanical  equipment  is  used  for  tip  maint Gh-raco.  A.J.C.B,  Hydra/ 
Digger  Loadall  65  facilitates  this  work  and  v/hen  not  employed  fully 
on  local  authority  v/ork  is  hired  out  at  25s.  per  hour.

Cesspool  emptying  is  carried  out  on  request,  one  free  service 
per  annum  in  respect  of  domestic  properties.  Puj.’ther  emptyings 
of  domestic  tanks  and  in  respect  of  septic  tanks  to  business 
premises,  etc.  is  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  25s,  per  hour, 

C-ully  emptying  is  also  undertaken  on  trunk  roads  and  is  recharge- 
able to  the  Kesteven  County  Council  and  Sleaford  Urban  District 
Council;  2/6d,  per  gully  each  emptying  three  times  per  yea,r. 

Difficulty  is  still  experienced  in  the  disposal  of  cesspool 
contents  and  no  doubt  the  Council  will  have  to  purchase  suitable 
sites  for  this  purpose.  Consideration  is  being  given  to  the 
construction  of  specialist  disposal  works  for  such  effluent. 

Protective  clothing  is  adequately  provided  for  all  workmen 
and  h'uid-Y/ashing  facilities  are  ir^vided  on  all  refuse  and 
cesspool  emptying  vehicles.
